DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -4, and 6-1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited art discloses that the coupling means comprise a metal passage through a hole in 
the antenna plate which transposes printed circuit board, the hole defining a wall and 
the passage being in direct contact with the wall of the hole and transposing into a bond 
pad in direct contact with and against the second side of the antenna plate on the 
second side printed circuit board, and a metal bond wire between the electronic 
component and the bond pad, wherein the length of the passage, as seen 
perpendicularly of the antenna plate printed circuit board, is many times smaller than a 
quarter-wavelength of the signal to be processed by the antenna.
